Some of the Best Specimens of Home Pho- 
tography—Preparations for the Conven- 
tion Which Opens To-Morrow. | 


The members of the Photographers Assotia- 
of American will meetin their seventh annual 
convention at 10 0’clock to-morrow morning 
at the Exposition Building. Messrs. W. H. 
Potter, President; H. McMichael 
Secretary and G. M. Carlisle, Treasurer, 
officers of the association, arrived here yes- 
terday, together with about 100 other dele- 
gates, and were scattered among the differ- 
ent down-town hotels, the Southern obtain- 
ing the largest number. This morning the 
arrivals were as follows: R. B. Mullet, Kansas 
NY Mo.; E. M. Esterbrook, Brooklyn, 
N.. .

President Potter of Indianapolis in a conver- 
sation with a PoOSsST-DISPATCH reporter this 
morning expressed the opinion. that by to- 
morrow morning there would be between 

1,500 AND 2,000 DELEGATES 

here, the larger part of whom will arrive this 
evening. He dwelt at considerable length 
upon the excellent arrangements for the con- 
vention made by the local committees and 
predicted that the meeting would be one of 
the largest and most successful ever held, both 
in point of number and as an exhibition of the 
progress made in photography. 

A nunber of photographers who, unfortu- 
nately, are prevented by circumstances from 
being — — and participating in the conven- 
tion themselves, will be represented by exhi- 
bitions from their galleries. Among them will 
be a number of foreign artists, samples 
of whose work will be one of the 
most interesting and attractive features of the 
exhibition. The cities which are expected to 
be represented in this manner are Frankfort 
on the Main, Crefeld on the Rhine, 
Cologne, Munich, Dresden, and Berlin in 
Germany and London and some places in 
Southern England. Several English manu- 
factories of photographers’ supplies will have 
agents at the convention displaying their 
goods. 

This evening at 8 o’clock the Board of Trade 
of the Photographers’ Supply Manufacturers’ 
Association, a branch of the American As- 
sociation, will, hold a preliminary mee 
ing lemen's partor of the 
Southern Hotel. Only agents of manufactur- 
ers are members of this association and the 
business end of the convention will receive 
their attention. All of the members of the 
Board of Trade are also delegates to the 
American Association and will part in to- 
morrow’s deliberations. 

A meeting of the executive and arrangement 
committees of the convention had been called 
for 10 o' clock this morning atthe Southern, but 
most of the committeemen were engaged 
in arranging their displaysat the Exposition 
building, and being unable to get them all 
togetber Secretary McMichael postponed the 
— until 8 o’clock this evening. To 
a Post-DISPATCH reporter this morning Mr- 
McMichael said that the preparations for the 
convention were very complete and that 
really there was very ittle i any- 
thing remainiag for the executive 
committee to attendto. The tangled ends of 
alittle unfinished business will be tied to- 
gether this evening and everything will then 
be in readiness for the convention to-morrow. 

THE DISPLAY 

will be the greatest exhibition of the photo- 

raphle art ever seen in this country and, per- 
Rane, in the world, not only in point of excel- 
lence, but as a matter of size. In addition 
to the walls of the art alleries curv- 
ing the whole front o the second 
floor of the Exposition building there have 
been erected low partitions in the rooms for 
the purpose of hanging pbotos on that give an 
added surface of 4,600 square feet. 
The demands for space by the 
one hundred and twenty-five visiting exhibit- 
ors have been 80 great that the boxes and 
walls of the east nave of the building are 
being covered with red cloth and fur- 
nish 20,000 feet more, and with all that 
preparation there will be hundreds of photos 
that will never be unpacked simply because 
the space allotted is insufficient. The display 
is gigantic.

Photography 
is in a measure mechanical, but no one can 
deny thatitis an art after an examination of 
these different exhibits of its exponents.

CHICAGO, June 21.—The first formal move in 
connection with the trial of the anarchists was 
taken before Judge Gary this morning. A 
large crowd was present. Many of those 
anxious to obtain a sight of the prisoners 
wore much better clothes than is usually seen 
among court attendants, and it was apparent 
they were people bent on seeing the principals 


In the great trial that is soon to take place. 
The reading of the list of jurymen announced 
to attend in court occurred immediately 
after the court was opened. The Judge 
remarked- ‘‘If there are any who have ex- 
cuses to offer as to why they should not serve, 
come forward and be sworn.’’

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MAYOR FRANCIS WINS. 


THE SUPREME COURT NAMES HIM EXECU- 
TIVE OF THE POLICE BOARD. 


Opinion by Judge Henry Remanding* the 
Case to the Circuit Court—Sadie Hayes 
Given Another Lease on Life for a Faulty 
Instruction—Her Case Remanded for New 
Trial—Other Supreme Court Opinions. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsraTou. 

JEFFERSON City, Mo., June 21.—This morn- 
ing in the Supreme Court the following opin- 
ions were delivered: 


Francis, Mayor of St. Louis, appellant, vs. 
Blair et al., Police Commissioners, respond- 
ents; opinion by Henry, Judge. 
The question presented by this record is 

whether the resolution adopted by the St. 
Louis Board of Police Commissioners, 4th day 
of May, 1886, is valid declaring the Vice- si- 
dent of the Board its executive officer, 
‘*vested with the entire management and con- 
trol of the police department and of 
the Chief of Police at all times 
and when the board is not 
in session, and that the Chief of Police, be- 
tween meetings of the Board shal! receive and 
obey the orders of the Vice-President only.’’ 
Prior to 1861, when the act creating a Police 
Board was enacted, the Mayor of the 
city of St. Louis was its, chief 
executive officer, charged with the duty 
to see that the laws of the State and the ordi- 
nances of the city were duly enforced within 
the city. By the act of 186] this duty and 
authority was transferred to the Police Commis 
sioners, consisting of four to be appointed by 
the Governor, together with the Mayor, by 
the act made, ex-officio amember. That act 
took from the Mayor the control of the police 
force of the city and gave the exclusive gov- 
ernment of the force to the board, and the 
force was to be subject to no other control. 
In section 14 of that act it is ex- 
pressly provided that all ordinances of 
the city are annulled so far as they ‘‘confer 
upon the Mayor, or any other person or per- 
sons, the power to appoint, dismiss, orin 
any way or to any extent employ or control 
the police force organized or to be organized 
under such ordinances.’’ 

The language of 

THE ACT OF 1861, 

establishing the Police Board, is as follows: 
There shall be and is hereby established, within 

and for the City of St. Louis a Board of Police to be 

called the Police Commissioners of the City of Mt. 

Louis to consist of four Commissioners as Her er 

provided together with the Mayor of the city for the 

time being or whoever may be lawfully acting in t 

capacity. 

It is urged that under the act of 1861, the 
Maror was not a Police Commissioner, but 
only amember of the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners. The above uoted section estab- 
lishes. Board of Police, to be called 
Police that four were 
to be appointed by the Governor 
the other having been name 
by the General Assembly. Certainly it estab- 
lishes no distinction between their official 
characters or functions. This, however, in 
the view we take ofthe question is immaterial. 
By the act of 1861 no provision was made for 
the election or appointment of a President or 
Vice-President of the board; but in 18638 
an amendatory act was passed by the General 
Assembly which provides that the Mayor shall 
be ex-officio President of the Board and the 
Board shall appoint one of their members as 
Vice-President, who shall act during the ab- 
sence of the President. If this is 
to be construed as meaning that 
the Vice-President at meetings of the 
Board, in the absence of the President from 
the meeting, shall act as President of the 
Board at such meeting, the provision was 
wholly unnecessary, because that right and 
duty devel¥ved.upon bim from the very nature 
of his office. The provision has a different 
meaning and a wider scope, and contemplates

from the city or bis inability to act for any 

reason. Section 35, page 1536, Revised Stat- 

utes, provides that: 

No person shall act as private watchman, 2382 
detective and private policeman in said city, or 
county, without first having obtained the written l- 
cense of the President or acting President of the said 
Police Commissioners. 

The acting President is the President, or, in 
his absence, the Vice-President. Thereis no 
provision foran acting President other than 
the President or Vice- By the act 
of March 19, 1866, article 6, it was declared 
that ‘‘the chief executive of the city shall be 
the Mayor, and by section 7 it was made 
his duty to take care ‘‘that the 
laws of the State and the ordinances of the 
city are duly enforced, respected and obeyed 
within the city. By section 2 of the act of 
March 13, 1867, the members of the police 
force of the city of St. Louis, organized and 
appointed by the Police Commissioners of 
said city, are hereby declared to be 
officers of the city of St. Louis under the 
charter and ordinaace thereof and also be of- 
ficers of the State of Missouri, and shall be 
deemed and taken in all courts baving juris- 
diction of offenses against the laws of the 
State or the ordinances of said city.’’ 

Now while it is clear that the act of 1861 was 
intended to and did effectually deprive the 
Mayor of the City of St. Louis of any control 
over the police force of the city, the

witness attending to testify or depose in the 
course of such investigation ;’’ an 

Whereas, for reasons which can be only sur- 
mised this demand was refused. 

Resolved, That the Secretary ofthe Treasury 
be requested to furnish this house 
with a statement of what reasons of 
a public nature induced him to 
refuse on the demand of the District Attorney, 
the usual and necessary means proposed by 
statute for the investigation of fraud upon 
the revenue laws, for including for 
the detail of a clerk requested by 
him, and also that the Secretary of the Treas- 
—4 transmit to the House copies of all papers 
relating to the investigation in question, and 
the correspondence of the Department with

Fifteen Veto Messages. 


WasSHINGTON,D. C., June 21.—The President 
has sent to Congress fifteen veto messages; 
thirteen of the vetoed measures are 
private pension bills, the others provide for 


public buildings at Sioux City, Io., and Zanes- 
ville, O. The messages have not yet been laid 
before the Houses of Congress. 

The Senate Committee on Public Lands this 
morning discussed andamended Mr. Mitch- 
ell’s proposed amendment to the bill to repeal 
the pre-emption and tilumber culture laws. 
Itnow provides that nothin here- 
in shall be construed as depriving 
the holders of military bounty land warrants 
or other land * at any time heretofore 
issued under or in pursuance of the provis- 
ions of any law of the United States of their 
right to locate such warrants or scrip on the 
public lands of the United States in the same 
manner as if this act bad not been passed.’’ 
In this form the committee will accept the 
amendment. 

The Senate Committee on Rules has this 
morning ordered a favorable report 15 Son- 
ator Edmunds’ motion to so amend the laws 
as to allow a debate upon a motion to 
reconsider aprevious vote. Thereport will be 
called up for action immediately so as to allow 
debate upon Senator Hawicy’s motion to re- 
consider the vote by which the railroad attor- 
neys’ bill was passed. 


The Tariff Question.

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 21.—The interest 
in the tariff question was revived to-day by

THE TWO PRISONERS. 


Sadie Hayes Happy—tThe Crime for Which 
Grayor is to Hang. 


Sadie Hayes is one ofthe best known crim- 
mals in the jall. She isa negress, about 30 
years of age, and killed Police Sergeant 
Jenks on October 8, 1883. She had 


been quarreling that afternoon with another 
negress, and when Sergt. Jenks approached 
placed a revolver in frontof his face and 
sent a bullet crashing through his brain. 
Her case did not reach trial until April, 184, 
a verdict of guilty of murder in the 
first degree eing returned against 
her on the 5th day of that 
month. A motion for a new trial was filed on 
the 8th ofthe month, argued onthe 26th and 
overruled on May 26. She was sentenced to 
hang June 4, and an appeal taken on June 30. 
The Supreme Court refused to interfere and 
sentenced her to hang on January 15, 1888, 
but on the 7th day of that 
month, just eight days before the 
day setfor her execution, they reconsidered 
the case, and have now finally reversed it. R. 
Graham Frost has been ber attorney. 

When a Post-DISPATCH representative en- 
tered the jail to-day to see her, Sadie came 
down from her cell trembling with emotion. 
When told of the action of 
the Supreme Court in her case, she 
brightened up considerably, but it took her 
some minutes to fully recover from her 
nervousness. The news, of course, pleased

The gist of it 
lies in the claim that to the efforts of 
the Fenians is Ireland indebted for 
the present advantageous position occupied 
by the Irish cause, and in the statement 
that while Mr. Gladstone’s scheme is 
inadequate because Ireland must have 
nothing short of independence, it is 
the duty of Irishmen to support the 
Premier in every way in order to 
enable him to complete the step he wishes to 
take.

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NO TARIFP CHANGE N SIGHT. 
The Philadelphia Times, which acted as 
Mr. RaNDALL’sS chief bugler in the fight 
against MORRISON’S bills in both the pres- 


ent and the preceding Congress, has pro- 


fessed a desire for tariff reform all the 
time, while denouncing as a Free- 
trade’’ measure every tariff-reform 
proposition that has ever been in- 
troduced into the House. It seems 
to regard Mr. RaNDALL as the only 
Democrat who should be permitted 
to meddle with tariff questions, and now, 
assuming that all other tariff reformers 
have been retired forever by the vote 
against considering the last Morrison bill, 
the Times says that vote ‘‘imposes upon 
Mr. RANDALL the direct and absolute 
‘*‘necessity of proposing a measure of 
„tariff revision that will meet the require- 
ments of the time and the pledges of his 
‘‘own party,“ in behalf of an equaliza- 
„tion and simplification of duties, the re- 
moval of oppressive burdens and the re; 
‘‘duction of surplus revenue.” 

The Washington correspondents have 
therefore besieged Mr. RANDALL, only to 
get from him a positive refusal to say 
whether he will or will not introduce a 
tariff bill. In the meantime the proba- 
bilities seem to be on the side of a rumor 
that the House Democrats have com- 
promised on an agreement to let the con- 
sideration of the Morrison bill be voted, 
with the understanding that it shall not 
come in the way of any other business 
this session. Allof which plainly means 
that there is to be no tariff legislation at 
the presentsession, and probally none un- 
til a new Congress is in session. 

There is not time enough left of the cur- 
rent fiscal year to consider the unfinished 
appropriation business as it should be 
considered. The Democrats who, on that 
account, voted against considering the 
Morrison bill certainly have no notion of 
trying to pass any other tariff bill now. If 
they had desired a revision of the present 
tariff, or had thought they could carry 
through a revision acceptable to them- 
selves, we should have had a Randall 
bill antagonizing the Morrison bill long 
ago. The bill which they last week 
helped the Republicans to bury under an 
adverse majority of 17 does pot touch one 
of Pennsylvania’s protected interests. It 
leaves the duties on coal, iron, steel and 
glassware undisturbed, and it offers to 
admit free the wool, hemp, flax, jute and 
other raw materials used in textile man- 
ufactures. The men who opposed that as 
a ‘‘free-trade” bill are certainly not in a 
hurry to subtitute either a Democratio 
tariff or a peace tariff for the existing Ro- 
publican war tariff. 
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HAND-SHAKING. 

Hand-shaking is regarded as an indis- 
pensable part of a cordial greeting. Un- 
varying usage has made thistrue. A nod 
of the head will do for the casual recog- 
nition of acquaintances on the street, but 
a formal reception demands a shake of 
the hand. This custom sometimes ex- 
poses distinguished persons to inconven- 
ience and bodily harm, especially when 
they occupy exalted positions in the pub- 
lic service. 

Mr. CLEVELAND is fortunately equipped 
with a brawny and muscular toughness 
which enables him to pass through the 
terrific hand-shaking ordeal without se- 
rious injury to his hands. Gen. GRanT 
sometimes had to change hands, when 
nature cried aloud for relief from 
enthusiastic callers; but the present 
occupant of the White House seems 
to be equal to everyemergency. Itshould 
be remembered, however, that a woman’s 
hand cannot stand as much pressure as 
that of a man; and Mrs. CLEVELAND may 
not be able to rise to the hand-shaking 
demands of her new position. The Presi- 
dent and his wife may find it necessary to 
discard hand-shaking and adopt some 
other plan of greeting the eager thousands 
who come to pay their respects. The 
Roman tyrant wished that his enemies 
had alla single neck that he might dis- 
patch them all at one blow; and it is pos- 
sible that our much greeted President 
wishes that his friends had all buta single 
hand so that he might welcome the whole 
crowd with one shake.

According to the latest reports the fire in- 
surance companies doing business in London 
have at risk in that city more than $3,700,000, -

about one-tenth of the population of London, 
but, so far as insurance estimates can go, the 
amount that the insurance companies have at 
risk in this city would probably not exceed

spite of this enormous aggregation of capital 
and a by no means efficient fire department, 
the average annual fire loss in London is not 
very much in excess of the annual average fire 
loss of our own city.

WENT TO THE BOTTOM, 


The Fatal Battle Between Two Notorious 
Theives in Midstream. 


DETROIT, Mich., June 21.—‘‘Turf’’ Geogan 
of Boston and ‘‘Jakey’’ Blenheim of Engiand, 
two notorious thieves, came to Detroit a few 
monthsago. They had been concerned ina 
bank robbery at Mendota, III., and as they 
were wanted foracrime committed in Lon- 
don, Ont., they did not dare cross over into 
Canada. About three weeks ago the pair 


quarreled over a woman, and Blenheim was 
pounce by Geogar until he was unconscious.

He pulled along side and struck at Blen- 
heim with an oar before the. latter had recog- 
nized his assailant or could get his own oars 
from the locks. Blenheim saw that it was to 
be a battle to the death and boarded ‘‘Turf’s’’ 
boat. The two struggled for the possession of 
the oar which Geogan had, and finally went 
overboard. Mheystruggied desperately with 
one another in the water until, locked in one 
another's embrace, they went to the bottom 
and were drowned, just as the detective’s boat 
was coming to their rescue. 


GRANT’S TOMB. 


The United States Troops Preparing to Leave 
—A Detail of Park Police. 


NEw YORK, June 21.—The battery of United 
States troops, at Riverside Park is making pre- 
parations to break up Camp Grant on the first 
of next month.

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JUDGE LUBKE GRANTS A DIVORCE TO MRS. 
MARY ALICE M’CARTY. 


A Tale of Cruel Treatment and Interference 
' With Beligious Duties—The Sequel to a 
Publication Refiecting on a Judge — A 
Transferred Habeas Corpus Case—Nuggets 

of Law from the Circuit Bench To-Day. 


Judge Labke heard to-dayand disposed of 
the McOarty divorce case. The plgintiff, Mrs. 
Mary Alice McCarty, married Patrick McCarty 
June 2, 1870, and lived with him until 
May 9 of the present year. she al- 
leged that he treated her in tune 
most brutal mauner, choked and kicked 
her without any cause or provocation, or- 
dered her out of the house, neglected her 
shamefully when she was sick in bed, and 
frequently abused her with a volley of vile 
epithets. Mrs. McCarty also stated that her 
husband also interfered with her religious 
duties, prevented her from attending the 
services of her church, and in addition to that 


stinted her of the necessaries of life. It was 
a plain case and the court promptly granted a 
decree of divorce to Mrs. McCarty together 
with the custody of her children Grace 
Archie, Daniel and Katie and restoration of 
her maiden name, Mary Alice Porter. 


Libelling a Judge. 


A change of venue in habeas corpus proceed- 
ings from Wayne County reached the Circuit 
Court this morning, the papers being pre- 
sented to Judge Thayer in Court No. 5. Ao- 


companying the documents were the Sheriff of 
the county named and his prisoner, Will 
G. Wright, who was committed dy a 
notary for refusing to answera question in 
the course of depositions fora libel prosecu- 
tion. A criminal proceeding for libel was 
commenced against W. B. Harris of Dunklin 
County for a publication reflecting upon 
Judge John G. Wear of the Twenty-third Judi- 
cial Circuit. An indictment agairst Harris was 
procured in another county on account of 
such publication, which in substance alleged 
that the Judge had aided in the efforts ofa 
criminal to escape from justice. 

In the taking of depositions it was sought by 
Mr. Wright, a witness, to prove that a subse- 
quent publication in another paper, comment- 
ing upon the attack on Judge Wear was 
inspired by the Judge himself. The witness 
declined to answer the question; hence the 
commitment. Asthe Judge of the Circuit was 
directly concerned in the matter, the habeas 
corpus proceedings looking to Mr. Wright's 
release were transferred to St. Louis. There 
is much feeling over the matter in Wayne 
county and another witness who had declined 
to be sworn and was committed for contempt, 
made his escape to this city. 

Judge Thayer, after perusing the papers and 
the return or answer to the writ, announced 
that he would take up the case late this after- 
noon on a motion to quash. 


A Slander Sulit. 


Godfrey Fritz has entered a suit for $20,000 
damages again st Charles Claas on account of 
the publication of a statement to the effect 
that he had disappeared after receiving $4,000 


on a contract for building. Mr, Fritz com- 
plaing that Mr. Claas gave informa- 
tion to the detectives, who came 
to his residence and frightened i his 
wife tosuch an extent that she broke up house- 
keeping and went back to her old home. For 
the annoyance, shame and humiliation and 
the injury to his reputation caused by such 
statements and actions on the part of Mr. 
Claas, Mr. Fritz wants $20,000 damages.

Not Liable for a Tenant. 


In the nuisance suit of Fleming vs. Bohlman 
Judge Thayer rendered a decision to-day. 
Nothing in the petition suggests that the 
nuisance was due to any structural defect in 


the buildings. If the tenant’s dust 
ness was stopped or carefully conducted 
the nuisance would cease and the 
tenant therefore alone is Hable. All authori- 
ties agree thata landlord is not liable fora 
nuisance created by a business which the ten- 
ant carries on or forthe negligent manner in 
her oe 2 conducts it. The demurrer is sus- 
t ed. 


A Suit for Salary. 


In the salary suit of Kremer vs. Malleable 
Iron Company, Judge T’iayer rendered a de- 
cision to-day. The pethion was framed on the 
theory of a hiring fora year, and demanded 
damages for breach of such contract. There 
can be no recovery of half a month’s wages 
upon the theory that there was a hiring for 
at least six months at the rate of $150 a month 
and that the plaintiff had only been paid for 
five and one-balf months. That would be al- 
lowing a recovery on a case not stated in the 
petition. 


No Recovery. 


Judge Thayer to-day rendered a decision in 
the case ofthe State to use of Mason vs. Spoor 
Mackey, etal. It has been held that an action 
cannot be maintained to recover damages for 


breach merely of a non-statutory condition in 
a bond given in a legal proceed 
ing pursuant to some_ statute. While 
the insertion of some additional condition will 
not generally defeat the action on the bond 
for breach of a statutory condition, yet when 
the suit is brought to enforce the additional 
condition which the law did not impose, there 
be no recovery, because 
no considerations to sup 
port the additional covenant. The 
Sheriff had no authority to require the defend- 
ant to agree to indemnify anyone but the 
claimant. Having exacted the additional 
obligation that the obliger wouid indemnify 
him when he had no right to doso, the ad- 
ditional obligation is of no avail.

Wheat begins going into Chi 
later than here andthe chance is that the 
price there will remain at present figures or 
rise a littie while it remains stationary or goes 
down at this point in anticipation ofa flooded 
market, so that Chicago will be enabled to 
outbid St. Louis in territory that of right be- 
longs to St. Louis. Chicago gets good rates, 
and the grading is easier there thun here, so 
that the dealers may be able toinvade St.

Mr. Morrison’s Lack of Knowledge and Gen- 


eral Weakness as a Leader—The Make-Up

Special Correspondence of the Post-Disratce 

Wasurvoron, D. C., June 18.—Mr. Mor- 
rison’s defeat yesterday in the House is one 
of along series. He talks cheerfully about 
making an appeal to the country, but without 
confessing that the failure to secure tariff 
legislation is largely due to himself. Mr. 
Morrison has reported two tariff bills during 
the winter. From the very outset he has had 
enough antagonism to make defeat absolutely 
certain. He has not sought by any means to 
compromise with this opposition. If Mr. 
Hewitt had been Chairman of the 
Ways and Means Committee, some sort 
of tariff bill would have undoubtedly been 
passed by the House. If Mr. Carlisle had 
been at the head of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee his adroit and skillful ability would 
have secured some sort of compromise. Mr. 
Morrison is too pugnacious, too dogmatic and 
too uncompromising to be a successful leader, 
because he has not sufficient ability to back 
up his peculiar form of temperament. Inthe 
first place he is notastudent. He knows less 
about tariff topics than almost any member 
of the House. Thisina degree explains his 
weakness asa revenue-reform leader among 
the members. Heis incapable of discussing 
tariff or financial questions in an off-hand de- 
bate. He has no accumulation of informa- 
tion or special knowledge to direct his argu- 
ments. The other day when Messrs. Randall 
and Hiscock made a financial statement in the 
House, which, if true, meant death to his 
tariff bill, Mr. Morrison was able to make no 
answer beyond a general denial. To be sure 
he came in next day and made an explanation 
on the subject when it was too late, showing 
that he needed special preparation in every 
instance in order to be able to talk under- 
standingly upon such a subject. Ihave heard 
a number of entlemen who have appeared

You speak again of starting last night, but I have told 
you my marriage is postponed aud not to come. Now 
I must just waltand see. My dear people have voted 
me an extra thousand, so I have telegraphed May to 
get ready ond will take her. Sde is wild—is in Chic. 
(Chicago) now. Too busy to write. 
not started. Meet us on the morning of 25th. Yours, 

Kansas City, June 10. DAD. 

This letter would indicate that Thompson 
had kept the family in ignorance of his mar- 
riage. His life all around was a deception, and 
he had at last reached the end of his rope. His 
father was coming to New York. The fact that 
for the past year he had been 
drawing a monthly allowance under the 
pretense of attending a surgical college, with 
which he was not connected, was bound to be 
discovered. In the card case were found mem- 
Oranda showing that he owed Mr. Shaw $260; 
Mr. Crane, $26; Mr. King. $15,and Mr. Yard, 

20. Three pawn-tickets indicated that Mr. 
Simpson loaned him $ ontwo rings on June 0, 
1885, that the West Side Loan Office loaned him 
$3.62 upon an opera-giass on June 
12 of this year and that ou June 13 
F. Levy loaned him $2.60 upon a watch. This 
last ticket probabiy represented the desperate 
transaction which marked the purchase of a 
pistol.

The inquest and investigation 
showed that he had stolen up behind her as she 
stood at her mirror and fired. She probably 
never knew the cause of the stunning report 
that deprived her of her consciousness. He 
had then walked over to the bell- handle, fired 
an abortive buliet against his own skull, put 
up his hand to find the bullet hole, thus 
getting it smeared with blood, rang the bell 
with sudden energy and then emptied the 
pistol into his head and breast.

PEARCE AMENDS. 


A Propesitiou to Compromise on the Iron 
Mountain Monopoly Bill. 


Chas. E. Pearce, Chairman of the Citizens’ 
Committee in opposition to granting the Iron 
Mountain Railroad afranchise for the con- 
struction of an elevated wayfrom Seventh 
and Poplar to Second and Convent streets has 
prepared an amendment to section six of 
the bill now in the Municipal. Assembly, 


which he will endeavor to have adopted by the 
House Committee on Railroads this afternoon 
to take the place of the amendment offered by 
Mr. Devoy in the Council, and there adopted. 
Mr. Pearce’s amendment is an amplification of 
Mr. Devoy’s. The first paragraph provides 
for other roads approaching the elevated 
structure by switches and compelsthe Iron 
Mountain to receive and dispatch all cars ten- 
dered within the territory bounded by Jeffer- 
son avenue, Mississippi River, Market street 
and Lafayette avenue. 

The following is the important portion of 
the amendment: 


And, in case the sald service of said elevated rail- 
way shall not be rendered within reasonable time, 
fairly and impartially as hereinbefore provided, or if 
any person, company or corporation applying for and 
requiripg said service of said Elevated Rallway. shall 
be in any way discriminated against or subjected to 
any unfair distinction or unnecessary delay in the 
said Transfer Service onto or over said elevated rall- 
way, by the said st. Louis, Iron Mountain & Southern 
Ralitway Company, its successors assigns or 
lesses operating said Elevated Ratiway, then 
and in such case or cases and every of 
them the said St. Louis, Iron Mountain 4 Southern 
Kallway Company, its successors, assigns or lessees, 
shall forfeit to the person, company or corporation 
injured the sum of $20 for each and every car so dis- 
criminated against or unnecessarily delayed, recover- 
able in any court of competent jurisdiction of the 
State of Missouri orof the United States. The said 
St. Louis, Iron Mountain 4 Southern Railway Com- 
pany shall, on the completion of the said elevated 
railway, and within six months after the same shall 
go into operation, file with the City Register of the

service: shall ba to the 
Louis, Iron Mouutain k 8 
Company a fixed pro-rata charge per car, suc 
as wiilamount, in the aggregate, fur the whole num- 
ber of cars carried over the said elevated railway, by 
the said company, its successors, assigns or lessees 
for itself and theinselves, and for any and every such 
other person, company or corporation, 40 an annual 
Interest of 7 per cent on the total cost, as aforesaid, 
of said elevated railway, after paying the said annua!

A THRIFTY PRIEST. 


The Catholic Church Seeking to Recover the 
$500,000 Left by Father Crudden. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPraTon. 

LOWELL, Mass., June 21.—Father Peter Orud- 
den, who was pastor of St. Peter's Oatholic 
Church in this city from 1846 to February, 
1885, when he died, left the snug fortune of 
nearly $500,000. Ris sister, Margaret Crudden, 


about 55 years old, inherited all of this, with 
the exception of real estate in Ireland worth 
about $25,000, which was giveu to brothers and 
other sisters who lived there. When the will 
Was made public about a year it was under 
stood that Archbishop Williams of Boston 
would enter suit against the executrix and 
favorite in the will, Miss Margaret Crudden, 
pis untii a few days ago nothing 
was done, An investigation bas deen 
in progress for about six months by the 
representatives of the archbishop, jGeorge F. 
and Daniel 8. Richardson, which has resulted 
in the estate of Miss Crudden in this city and a 
neighboring town being attached. It was all 
quietly done, with the view that a settlement 
might be made before Miss Crudden took her 
, Géeparture for Ireland to make it ber perma- 
nent residence. One of the lawyers said to 
the Post-DisPATCH correspondent yesterday 
that they had a good case against the estate in 
the interest of the church. It looked rather 
ueer, he said, that a priest on a salary of 
a year could amass a fortune of $500,000. 
The rules of the Catholic pastors, it appears, 
say that they shall turn in to their Archbishop 
all money above certain expenditures. The 
suit is based on the fact that Father 
Crudden neglected to keep strictly to 
this rule, and that his cash returns 
are not what they should have been. 
The property which goes to make up the $500, - 
000 is in water bonds of different cities about 
here, or real estate in this city, Lynn, Ayres 
City and other places in Massachusetts, Illinvis 
and other parte of the West and in land. 
Some of the relatives of the dead priest were 
cut off with a dollar and a small part of the 
real estate in 3 and the executrix, Mar- 
aret Crudden alithe rest. The arch- 
ishop, it is said, found fault with the condi- 
tion of the chureb property under the care of 
Father Crudden. any needful repairs were 
not made and the whole church building was 
in «@ way. The church needed en- 
iarging to accommodate the large, and 
prosperous congregation, but this was not 
done. These facts being known to the arch- 
bishop he was displeased at the terms of the 
will. The fact that the archbishop did not 
attend the funeral of Father Crudden was 
much commented on as an unusual proceed 
ing when the old pastor was buried. Miss 
Crudden is looked upon with much disfavor. 
She was close to ber brother, the pastor, for 
many years, and some time before bis death it 
Was reported that he was not in the full pos- 
Sasson of his senses. He was in feeble health 
for years. The case attracts intense interest 
from ciergy and ite laity, and its solution will 
be eagerly awaited.

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| THE NEW CARDINAL. 
AWAITING THE ARRIVAL OF THE ABLE- 
GATES WITH THE BERETTA. 


The Committee on Hand to Meet the Servia, 
Which Fails to Arrive at the Expected 
Time—A Sketch of the Papal Ablegates, 
Mgr. Stamero and Count Mucioli, the 
Noble Guard—The Ceremony on June 30. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcu. 

NEw Yorx, June 31.—From early yesterday 
afternoon the committee from St. Michael's 
Society and the delegates from the Baltimore 
diocese, appointed to meet Mgr. Stanero and 
Count Mucioli, the papal ablegates, waited at 
the Chapel of Our Lady of the Rosary, in 
State street, for tidings of the Servia. None 
coming by 5:30 0’clock they went over to the 
barge office, under Father Riordan’s guid- 
ance, and boarded the revenue cutter 
Chandier for a sali down the day, 
in the hope that by the time 
‘Quarantine was reached the steamship 
might be sighted. They were joined in the 
sail by Commissioner Starr, Superintendent 
Jackson, Surveyor Beattie, John Gilmary 
Shea and Deputy Survejor Wyatt. News was 
as scant at Quarantine asin the city, and the 
cutter brought the party back before dark, 
arrangements having been made with the 
health officer to pass the baggage of the dis- 
tinguished arrivals with the least possible de- 
lay. The party waited at Father Riordan’s for 
an hour after the return and then went to the 
Stephen’s House for the night, in the expec- 
tation of being roused early this morning. 
Whenever the missions shall have been ac- 
complished, the cutter will proceed to Jersey 
where Vice-President Thompson’s car awaits 
the ablegates and the Baltimore escort. It will 
be attached to th first train bound 


for Baltimore. M r. Stanero, the 
pontifical ablegate is a young man, but well 
worthy by training and merit of the mission 
with which he has been entrusted. His 
full name is Germano Benedetto Francesco 
Paolo Stanero. He comes of an aristocratic 
family of Barletta, in Southern 
where he was born in 1853. 
clinations and the wishes of his family de- 
signed him in his youth for church orders, and 
he was sent for preparation to the Appolli- 
nare Seminary, at Rome, where he took or- 
ders, attending afterward the Capianica Col- 
lege and the Ecclesiastical Academy where he 

STUDIED FOR FOUR YEARS. 
His first active service was at Madrid, 
attached to the Segretaria De Stato under 
Mgr. Rampolla, the Nuncio, and after 
four years inthat service he was transferred 
to Vienna, where he remained for five years 
as honorary secretury to the Nuncio, Mgr. 
Vannutelll. Whilein that station he under- 
took several important missions, always cred- 
— His accomplishments, which included 
familiarity with seveial languages and a fine 
musical education, and his aristocratic ~e 
made him a favorite at the Austrian Court. He 
was relieved from this service to undertake 
the present honorable journey which will re- 
sult, doubtiess,in his promotion. Meanwhile, 
after the ceremonies at Baltimore, he will 
visit different parts of the country. He has 
many acquaintances among the cler and 
others who met bim abroad. Count Mucioli, 
the Noble Guard, is younger than his 
companion by eight years. He is 
talented to a high degree and a favorite 
at the Borghese Palace at Rome, where he re- 
sides. He speaks English as fluently as the 
ablegate and is regarded otherwise by the 
clergy and the authorities at Rome with great 
favor. The officers of the two messengers 
from Rome are distinct. Mgr. Stanero comes 
as bearer of the red beretta, which is to be 
bestowed upon the new Cardinal as the cul- 
minating act of the ceremonies at the Baltimore 
Cathedral on June 30. The beretta is a red hat, 
differing from the hat worn by the priests only 
in its color and in that it has four points at the 
top instead of three. The Noble Guard brings 
with him the scull cap which he will present 
to the Cardinal immediately upon the arrival 
at Baltimore, the ceremony in this 
case being private. Both of these 
ceremonies, as wellasthe later one, on the 
occaBion of the Cardinal's vieit to Rome, where 
the Cardinai’s hat will be conferred by the 
Pope, are merely confirmatory of the appoint- 
ment. Although the cathedral at Baltimore 
has been the meeting place of the great pien- 
ary councils in this country and of great cere- 
monials, such as the ordination of Arch- 
bishops and Bishops, no scene such as the 
forthcoming one was ever presented there. 
The day set for the ceremony, June 30, will be 
the twenty-fifth anniversary of the new Car- 
dinal’s ordination to the priesthood. Asin 
the case of Cardinal McCloskey, Cardinal Gib- 
bons’ various promotions have been signal- 
ized within the same walls, Cardinal Mc- 
Closkey entering upon fils successive offices 
by ceremonies at St. Patrick's Church on Mott 
street and Cardinal Gibbons receiving his 
bonors at the Baltimore Cathedral. He was 
invested with the office of priest there at 
the hands of Archbishop Kenrick, then in 
charge of the arch-diocese of Baltimore, anda 
brother of Archbishop Kenrick of St. Louis 
who hae been designated to confer the beretta. 
Archbishop Ryan of Philadelphia. who will 
deliver the sermon, has been associated with 
the new Cardinalin important church move- 
ments and enjoys the distinction of being the 
most eloquent man in the Catholic 
ruil pit in America. Archbishop Will- 
ams of Boston, is to celebrate 
pontifical high mass. His position in the 
church is so high that-many, regarded as au- 
thurities on chureh matters, have predicted his 
elevation to the Cardinalate. The ceremonies 
will also call to Baltimore Archbishops and 
Bishops from ey State, except, possibly, 
California; the Archbishop of Monterey, Mexi- 
co, and a bost of church dignitaries. Twent - 
seven Archbishops and Bis 4 have alrea 7 
signified their intention to be present. Al- 
though no ritual is followed in this service, 
custom has prescribed an order of procedure 
as well as what shall be said. here will 
doubtiess be no departure from the 
custom at Baltimore. The ceremonies 
will begin with the entrance of the 
clergy, several hundred of whom will be 
present, the secular — | in cassocks and 
surplice, andthe order of the Dominicans, 
Franciscans, Benedictines and Capuchins in 
their several habits.
